Governor Marshall has received a 
<o;>y of the report of the recent W ash­ 
ington Conference 
on the care of 
dependent children. 
The impelling 
reason for this meeting was the- fact 
that about 100,000children are inmates 
of orphans’ homes 
in the United 
States, 
most of whom are waiting, 
longing, for an opportunity to live in 
families like other children. 
In this conference Indiana had a 
creditable part. 
In commenting upon 
it and upon the great work that is 
being done in the State to save child­ 
ren, Governor Marshall said today: 
“ As a member and president of the 
Board of State Charities it is a pleas­ 
ure to say that the program outlined 
in th is conference is largely in actual 
operation in this State. 
The work of 
many of our children’s organizations 
and institutions is useful and well 
done. 
That of the Board of State - 
Charities in supervising these organi­ 
sations and in finding homes in fami­ 
lies for children who are dependent 
upon the public, is of great value, 
both to the children and to the tax­ 
payer. 
I have had brought to my at- 
Cation the cause of many unfortunate 
children needing care and have gone 
over many reports of our agents who 
have visited chil Iren placed in fami­ 
lies. 
The need is great and the ser­ 
vice rendered is valuable, 
Last year 
our orphans’ homes cared for a total 
of 2,72b children, 1,582 of whom were 
in the institutions at the beginning of 
the year and 1,147 received afterward. 
Homes in families were found 
for hub 
of these children. 
The Board’s agents 
placed 200 last year. 
At the Board 
meeting this week, reports of visits to 
about 400 children in family homes, 
placed by various agencies, showed 
300, or 90 per cent., to be doing well 
or fairly well. 
“ We believe there is a child for 
every proper childless home. 
We 
believe there is a good home for every 
normal child. 
We believe there are 
many vacant homes. 
To such we say, 
let us help you to find a child 
and at 
the same time help a little child to find 
a home. 
The Board will be pleased 
to have the co-operation of ail our 
people in its effort to provide homes 
for these children

sand dock laborers, principally Greeks, 
H ungarians and 
Italians, who have 
been on a strike for a week, enraged 
by the arrival of special Canadian Pa­ 
cific police from Winnipeg, were in­ 
cited to riot and 300 of them engaged 
in a battle with the police around the 
Canadian Pacific freight sheds. 
Two 
dozen no n were injured, three at h ast 
fatally, including Chief Ball of the 
railway com pani a local force, and two 
Greeks. 
Five of the wounded ar* Canadian 
Pacific special policemen, thro** are 
Greek#, and one is a reporter, George 
Dickinson, and others ar** Sergeant 
Taylor of the city police ’force and 
John Lane, a butcher. 
Constable Car­ 
penter of the Canadian Pacific force 
had a b g shattered and Chief Ball was 
shot in the stomach, T h e Ninety-sixth

Of the trees 
which have succumbed, 
16,000 were

Two m onths ago the com m issioner 
called the attention of the board of 
estim ate to the destruction and naked 
for an appropriation of $50,000 to re 
m ove the dead trees and try to save 
the living ones. 
The money, however. 
was not appropriated,

Kennedy w ants to replace the dead 
trees with young trees, using part of 
the secured appropriation 
for

purpose. 
L ast 
year 
1,400 
blighted 
chestnuts were cut down in Prospect 
Park and young trees planted iu th e ir 
places.
